He 
said: 

“When I was a young man I used to 
work day and night, but [ never forgot 
that I hed a stomach. You. can work 
long hours if you are careful about 
what you eat. I was always careful 
about what I put into my stomach, and 
‘oday I have cause to be very grateful 
for I never felt better heabih than 
oday, as a result of rigidly adhering 
io a policy of careful diet when I was 
2 bor. I advise any one who wants to 
keap hie health to do the same. Then 
vhen you young men get to be 70 years 
vid, you will oe able to keep up your 
work, 

“T never feit better in my life than 
| do now. For the last twenty years I 

ave kept out of doors as much as pos- 
sible, amd to that practice, coupled 
with a careful diet, I attribute my ex- 
cellent health.”’

Mr. Rockefeller referred to the 
Fraptre Transportation Company, which 
transported oil and other 
products over the Pennsylvahia raili- 
road and engaged in the refining of oll. 
It was understood that this company 
was controlled by the Pennsylvania, and 
other roads, fearing that’a loss of their 
oil trade would follow, began cuttings 
rates heavily. 
Fought Pennsylvania Road. 


“Our interests stopped our shipments 
over the Pennsylvania and we used 
other lines,” he said. “We objected. to 
the Pennsylvania railroad engaging in 
the refining business. They were shipping 
their own oi! over their on lines and 
discriminating against us, Other rat}- 
reads agreed to stand by us, but there 
was much bitterness between the rail- 
roads.

Louisville, Ky,, November 1!9.—Distii- 
lery firés within the past three weeks 
have destroy¢a millions of dollars’ 
worth of property in Kentucky, the 
loss of 16,000 barrels in the Tom Mowre 
fire at Bardtown last night bringing 
the total number of barréls of fine Ken- 
tucky Whisky that have fed the flames 
recently up to 72,000. In detail this 
means that the visible supply of whisky 
has decreased 3,600,v00 gallons, or more 
definitely speaking, ,000,000 drinks. 
At an @Verage of 225 pey barrel, which 
is conSidered @ reagonable figure, the 
loss to the distiller ig $1,800,000. The 
United States gov nt, .

Club, affiliated with the Aero Club of 
New York. Wednesday morning we 
decided to take a flyer. and wired our 
entrance to New York. From a gas 
lem on the banks of the Missouri 
river, in St. Louis. we ascended in tihe 
*Yankee,’’ which has a capacity of 78.,- 
G0G9 cubic feet. With me in the bas- 
ket was Mr. E. H. Homeywell. who built 
the balloon. 42 sacks of hallast, weigh- 
img 50 pounds each, and my __instru- 
mente. We went up at first to a height 
Of 2.500 feet. but found no air currents 
We floated over and Indiana, 
and descended at Boyd, Ind.. for sup- 
per, and to ‘fix the hballoon for the 
night. We remained there about 45 
minutes, and went up again. 

“Tt wae very dark, but as we were 
used to traveling at night. that didn't 
bother us,.except for the cold, and it was 
cold, for we went up a distance of 
@,000 feet, according to our énstru- 
ments. 

North Star as Gulde. 
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our compass we began to travel at a 
pretty rapid gate. Pretty soon we wére 
gOing at a rate of forty miles an hour, 
and I estimate we did most of our 
traveling, certainly our fastest, during 
the night.

This account reveals the feeling of an 
eye-witness, who stood awe-stricken in 
the crowd at a prescribed distance from 
the bedside of the dying woman, in sor- 
rowfy! contemplation of her majesty 
lying upon her couch ahd awaiting the 
coming of death. 

On the night of November 13 the dow- 
ager empress called the members of 
the grand council together and talked 
with them for some time. She was 
lying prone, but fully dressed. After 
one hour’s consultation, the councillors 
were dismissed, but they were told to 
return at 2 o’clock in the morning with 
the edicts prepared to announce the 
succession of the throne. It ie reported 
that her majesty was abie to signify 
her assent to these particular edicts, 
but immediately after having done this 
she exclaimed: 

‘“T can bear no more,” 
into unconsciousness. 

The emperor and the dowager em- 
press were dead or moribund when the 
regency edicts were issued. 

Panic tn Palace. 


As #o00n as it was actualiy known 
throughout the palace that their majes- 
ties were dead, a condition of panic 
ensued. The widow of Tung Chi = at- 
tempted to commit snicide bechuse ahe 
perceived she would not be made dowa- 
ger empress. There was an outbreak of 
wailing and general pandemonium, such 
as accompanies the giving of the order 
that their majfeeties should be clad in 
their imperial robes ‘or death. Many 
of the palace eunuchs fled, carrying 
with them such valuables as they could 
lay hands on. The Dowager ess 
Yehonala was one of the few who re- 
tained her presence of mind. She or- 
dered that the gates be guarded, and

Patterson 
rages in His Own State and Calls

Memphis, Tenn., November 19.—The 
National Hardware Association of the 
United States and the American Hard- 
ware Manufacturers’ Association, meet- 
ing here in annua) session, rounded out 
a busy day with a joint banquet to- 
wight, at whica the principal speaker 
was Governor Matcolm R. Patterson, of 
this state, who arrived today trom 
Nashville. 

Today's session of the two organiza- 
tions. which were executive, were de- 
voted to the reading and discussion of 
the reports of committees on technical 
matters. Other than Governor Patter- 
son, those who spoke at the banquet to- 
night were Bisaop Thomas F. Gailor, 
of Tennessee; Carruthers Pwing, of 
Memphis, and former Congressman John 
Allen, of Mississfppi. 

Patterson on Lawlessness. 

Governor Patterson, responding to 
the toast “The South,” reviewed the re- 
markable recuperation and growth of 
this section since the civil war, pointed 
out its prosperous present and pictured 
in wlowing terms its tnevitable future. 

In referring to the unfortunate dis- 
turbanceg throughout this section, 
known as night riding, and the crimes 
which followed in its wake, he ex- 
pressed great sorrow, but pointed out 
that these outbreaks were common all 
over ghe country in one form or an- 
other. 

He insisted that when the good peo- 
ple of any state made up their minds 
to suppress lawlessness they always 
succeeded in doing so and he again 
pledged himself to use every effort tna 
his power to restore order and punish 
the offending law-breakers. 

As to Lynching. 

On the subject of lynching, the gov- 
ernor stated that while it was unhap- 
pily frequent in the south gs a punisn- 
ment for particular crimes, vengeance 
was visited on the individual crimin.s) 
and not indiscriminately as in other 
places against the entire race. He said 
that nothing in the south could ever 
equal tn atrocity the wholesale killing 
of negroes in Springfield, LiL 

Continuing. he said that different 
phases of lawlessness were peculiar to 
different localities. In the south the 
law-breakers visited. vengeance on in- 
dividuals and his activities were local. 
In other sections the bomb-throwing 
anarchist made an attack on society, 
civilization and government.

Mr. Rockefelier said that when the 
Pennsylvania railroad stapped refining 
the railroad war stopped, and an agree- 
ment was éntered into between tne 
roads whereby they obtained a percent- 
age ofethe oil-carrying trade.

80,000,000 Pounds, 


THE LARGEST TOBACCO DEAL 


It Is Believed Sale of the Pooled 
Crop Will Mark the End of 
Night Riding in Cen- 
and Eastern 

Kentucky.

Louisville, Ky., Nowember 19.—The 
big deal between the American To- 
bacco Company and the Burley Tobacco 
Society for the 1906 and part of the 
1907 crops of tobacco, which has been 
hanging fire for sevéral weeks, was 
closed here late today. The price 
agreed on in the transaction, which is 
the largest of its kind ever put 
through, is an average of 201-2 cents 
for the 1906 crop and !7 cents per 
pound for the 1907 product. 

The deal involves nearly 80,000,009 
pounds of tobacco held in the poo! by 
the Burley Tobacco Society, and apn 
outlay of something ‘like $14,000,000 on 
the part of the American Tobacco, 
Company, practically all of this money 
being placed in circulation at once in 
central hentucky. . 

The tobacco which was sold includes 
the larger part of the holdings of the 
Burley Tobacco Growers’ Association, 
which was formed several years ago, 
and which pooled its crops in 1906 and 
i907. There was no crop raised by 
the members of the association tin 
1908. though a number of independents 
raised large crops in central Kentucky 
under guard. According to many who 
are in a position to Know, the sale 
of the podied crop will mark the end 
of night riding in central and eastern 
Kentucky, at least for the present, as 
it is believed, with these two crops 
out of the way,. practically all the 
growers will raise tobacco next year. 
The sale has nothing to do with the 
crops in the dark district or western 
portion of Kentucky and northeyn 
Tennessee. 

The dea! was the largest tobacco deal 
ever consummated in this country in- 
volving leaf tobacco.

Lower Duty Would Bun Inus- 
try, Growers Say, 


INVESTMENT OF $200,000,000 


President Breaux Tells the Ways 
and Means Committee How the 
Rice I ustry Has Grown 
is? the Last Twen- 
ty Years. 


Washington, November (!(9.—Rice was 
one of the principal articles difcussed 
at today’s hearing before the house 
ways and means committee on the tariff 
schedule covering agricultural producis 
and provisions. 

Ftating that the destruction of the 
tice industry in thig country would re 
sult from a lower duty than 1s pro- 
vided by the present tariff, Locke 
Breaux, president of the Rice Associa- 
tion of America, presented argument’ 
showing the necessity for maintaining 
the present rate. 

“Where twenty years ago were cattiv 
ranges and open preirie lands,’ said 
Mr. Breaux, “a wild and undeveloped 


territory, ig today a section of farms. 
cities and manufactunng enterprises, 
all of which have come about throug: 
the* development of the rice industry. 
There is an aggregate investment due 
entir@ly to rice of $200,000,.0. We 
contend that am industry so vaet 4s 
this and contributing so largely to the 
Siaterial welfare, in g@ broad sense, aD- 
plying to all sections of the country, 
that to ask the American agriculturis: 
and the American labor who handle 
rice to put their industry on @ basis 
where they wil have to compete with 
the rice of Astatic countries, is to in- 
vite and bring about annfhilation of the 
industry.’’ 

Representative Boutell asked if the 
people of Louisiana were not in favor 
of a protective tariff. 

‘Commercially, but not poiflicasiy,” 
replied Mr. Breaux, although On fur- 
ther questioning he admitted that tne 
farmers have favored protection for 
years. 

Representative ®ou, of North Car- 
lina, another state raising some _ rice, 
wanted to know if the Louisiana grow- 
ers do not endeavor to shut Out comi- 
petition in price. Mr. Breaux denied 
this. 

WwW. P. McFedden, of Beaumont, Texas, 
said that he wanted the duty on brew- 
ers’ rice increased \%c & pound. rie 
represented the Texas millers’ view- 
point, he said. That three-fourths of 
the nutrition is taken from the rice to 
make it pleasing to the American eye, 
is one of the assertions he mede. 

After hearing arguments from the 
Florida and California citrus fruit 
growers, ail urging high protective 
duty on those fruits, Champ Clark, 
the most active questioner on the 
democratic or “@uty for revenue’ side 
af the committee, asked one of the wit- 
nesses: 

‘When are you fellows going to stand 
on your feet and have your trade selfs 
supporting without the perpetual pro- 
tection of the tariff?’ 

“When the democratic party gets into 
power apd labor is reduced to 26 cents 
per day,” wae the sharp rejoinder. 

The Florida fruit growers claimed 
that their principal competition is from 
Cuba. J. W. Case, of Jacksonville, 
claimed that the ad valorem rare or 
duty of 25 per cent on oranges is made 
up by the lower freight rates from Cuba 
to New York, than from Fioerida to 
New York.

NEW LIQUOR LAW | 


FOR LOUISIANA 


Some of the Provisions of the 
Gay-Shattuck Liquor 
Law. 


New Orleans, Novenrber i9.—Attorney 
General Guion today gent out from New 
Orleans to all district attorneys and 
sheriffs of the state instructions as to 
the enforcement of what is known as 
the Gay-@hattuck liquor law. This law 
was passed at the last session of the 
Louisiana assembly. 

The attorney general says: 

“Tdquor cannot be sold to whites and 
negroes in the same building. 

“Where both negroes ang whites are 
served, two licenses ae well as two bars 
will be required. 

“Saloons: will not be permitted to 
operate within 300 feet of any school 
or church, and where saloons are now 
operating within $00 feet (on a straight 
line of church or sohool), they must 
move. 

‘Entrances to saloons must be from 
the Street only. 

“Where aw bar is operated in connec- 
tion with a grocery a wall must sepa- 
rate the two. 

‘Dice throwing or any form of gam- 
bling in saloons will be prohibited. 

‘The law willl go into effect January 
1, $909.”

New York, November !9.—A constant 
fluctuation of prices in the market 
was the principal feature of the deal- 
ings in stocks today. The fluctuations 
were narrower than hag been the rule 
of late, and the volume of dealings 
algo was smaller, the day’s sales fall- 
ing to nearer the million share limit 
than since the presidential election. 
That the general demand for stocks 
has been satisfied, to some extent, is 
indicated by the diminishing activity. 
It was assumed also that there was a 
material decrease in the more profes- 
Sional operations today. While the op- 
erations of thig character have been 
the gubject of some suspicion and of 
allegations of manipulative intent tv 
further the distribution of holdings, 
their decrease has a rather ominous 
| effect on speculative sentiment. These 
ptorsagh ; 3s dealings have been attributed to the 
dei, ) &. initiative of the large capital inter- 
| ests who were credited with accumu- 
lating stocks as far back as last July 
in anticipation of the growing demand, 
which’ has since developed. While a 
degree of artificiality was recognized 
in these manipulative operations, they 
Were accepted nevertheless -as evi- 
dence of the continued interest in the 
market of the capitalista and institu- 
tions of first-class resources, This was 
regarded as insurance of continued 
protection of prices by supporting or- 
ders when any weakness developed, 
and of fostering measures for extende 
ing the advance itn which speculative 
followers might hope to benefit. The 
reduction of this kind of activity 
leaves an apprehension that the large 
operators have practically completed 
their speculative campaign by the dis- 
tribution of such part of their hold- 
ings as they desire to realize on. It 
is feared that the market will be left 
vulnerable, therefore, to organized 
professional attack. There were signs 
that support of prices had not been 
abandoned today, but it was less ag- 
gressive that the recent rule, and 
was facilitated by the covering of 
shorts put out on, the decline yester- 
day. The occasion&l rallies in the mar- 
ket were noticeably checked on the 
approach of prices to the level at 
which they closed yesterday. The 
bears apparently ceased to buy at that 
level, which showed no profit on the 
short side while the feeling out of 
stocks to realize turned the scale of 
the price movement downward again. 
General selling at the last was the 
outgrowth of the feeling of suspicion. 
The day's news offered no explanation 
of the price movement. The board 
room traders laid some stress on the 
announcement of an issue of $30,000.- 
000 of Panama canal gonds as a possi- 
ble ground for the selling of stocks. 
That transaction in itself is not cal- 
culated to disturb either money or se- 
curities. It is likely, however, that the 
large aggregate of requirements for 
new capital which are shortly to be 
met may prompt a transfer of capital 
from present stock holdings into the 
newly offered securities. Such a move- 
ment occurred in London today in 
connection with the highly successful 
flotation of a $10,000,000 Korean Ioan, 
under Japanese auspices. The banks 
expect that the growth of demand for 
capital in the more fluid form of com- 
mercial employment will affect the 
supply available for speculative pur- 
poses in time also. The immediate 
state of the money market continues 
easy. time loans showing a vielding 
tendency again today. In addition to 
these considerations there is a party 
in the speculation which holds the con- 
viction that the upward movement in 
stocks has overrun the improvement 
in general conditions at present in 
sight. Another reduction in copper at 
the local meta] exchange was an in- 
cident of the kind dwelt upon Dy this 
party. Up to this time there has not 
appeared any aggressive operations In 
the market from such a party, which 
has confined itself to a conservative 
attitude of refraining from extension 
on the long side and to realizing sales 
on all advances. Renewed uneasiness 
over the Balkans situation prompted 
some foreign selling of stocks.

COMMISSION _ 


PARTLY COMPLE TES ITS WORK

The book adoption 
Georgia yesterday decided upon those 
hooks now in use in the common schools 
of the state which are to be continued. 

It alsd decided to open competitive 
bids for a primary and intermediate 
arithmetic, a grammar, a work of agri- 
culture and a series of writing books. 
These are to supplement books now in 
use. If some more satisfactory books 
can be secured they will be aodpted. If 
not, probably the ‘book dropped will be 
reinstated. 

Several text-books now in use were 
dropped finally as being too far ad- 
vanced for the common schools. 

A subcommission of practical educators 
‘who have had experience in teaching 
the books now in use have been ap- 
pointed to aid the commission in the 
selection of new text-books. 

A meeting will be held next Wednes- 
day, the 28th, at which competitive bids, 
already asked for, will be opened; and 
the subcommission will lear arguments 
iby tne representatives of the firms offer- 
ing text-books. The commission wishes 
it understood that they wil! hear from 
the eager and aggressive book men as a 
collective body and not individually. 

The educators forming the subcommis- 
sion are M. L.. Brittain, superintendent 
of the Fuiton county .schools; T. H. 
Roberison, of Hall county: F. L. FPlor- 
ence, of Morgan county; E. W. Childs, 
of Pikg and G. E. Smith, of Houston. 

The members of the book adoption 
commission are Governor Hoke Smith, 
State School Commissioner Jere M. 
Pound, Attorney Genera! John €. Hart, 
Compiroiler General William A. Wright 
and Secretary of State Philip Cook.

Bacon’s Priniary and Intermediate 
Arithmetic and Milne’s Standard “Arith- 
metic were not retained, as they did not 
“articulate” according to the educators, 
More elementary books were declared 
to be needed for the common schools, 
[t did not harmonize wita the Went- 
worth Arithmetic. The Milne Arithme- 
tle is intended for eighth and subae- 
quent grades and is too far advanced 
for the common schools. 

The problem of choosing series of 
arithmetics shg@wed the difficulty of hav- 
ing text-book@ by different authors and 
published toy different houses, preserve 
suco a sequence as is necessary in a 
graded schoo!. 

Buehler’s Modern English Grammar 
was dropped. as it was declared too 
advanced. Reed and Kellogg's Graded 
Lessons in English was dropped, as it 
did not articulate with the Hyde's 
Course in English, which was adopted. 

The book on agriculture by Mr. Hun- 


ltiehing Company, of Atlanta, was 
dropped, not because it was not a valu- 
able volume, but because it did not lend 
ttself readity to uee as a _ text-book. 
Conn’s Elementary Physiology and Cole- 
man's Elements of Physiology were dis- 
carded as being too advanced for the 
common schools. Holton’s Primer was 
rejected, as the commission could see no 
necessity for this book. 

The commisstron decided to rule out all 
writing books now+n use and open com 
petitive bids for new books. Any sys 
tem of writing will be permitted, 
vertical, slant and semi-siant. The old 
writing tablets with loose pages, held in 
place by rivets, were discarded. The 
reason was that pupils have been in the 
hafhit of tearing out pages containing 
bad work and their progress cannot be 
observed. Writing pooke with the pages 
firmiy sewed in are wanted.
